murdered him, they hanged him like a 
dog and in so doing outraged the law 
sod disgraced tbe state." It was espe- 
cially disgraceful to Deoatnr, and those 
ot her citizens who stood by and saw the 
crime committed without protest or ef- 
fort to prevent it were only leas guilty 
than those who did tbe awful deed, 


Governor Altgeld has acted promptly, 


and he shonld be sustained m every et- 
fort to bring these cowardly murderers 
to Justine, We have claimed that Illi- 
nois is a state where Jaws are respected, 
auc. on this claim the state has m years 
past drawn from all parts of the world 
immigration to develop it and make it 
the third state in the Union. In inviting 
tbe oppressed ot other communities to 
come to Illinois we have guaranteed 
them 
liberty in pursuit ot 
honest 
callings, and fair trial under aoonaa- 
tion ot disregarding our laws. Tuet a
